HARBOR IN. WILD TUMULT 


‘New York Gives Its Greatest 
- , Welcome as Ship Moves 
Up the Bay. 


_ VIVID STORIES OF WOUNDED 


Numbers Aboard Who Won Decora- 
tions for Bravery—Whole Water- 
front Joins in the Welcome. 


After being held by the fog outside 
of Sandy “Hook for twenty-four hours 
and delayed thirty-six hours on_ the 
voyage from Brest by a series of west- 
erly gales and head seas. the American 
transport Leviathan arrived at Pier 4, 


Hoboken, at 8:45 yesterday morning, 
with 10,829 persens on board. 

This number included, according to 
the figures of the Executive Medical 
Officer, 4,746 supernumeraries of. the 
United States Navy, 3,630 enlisted men 


and officers of the United States Army, |- 


170 civilians, 5 marines and 2,278 offi- 
cers. and men of the crew ‘of the Le- 
wiathan. Of the soldiers, 1,500 were 
aick and wounded. [In all there were 
8,381 men of America’s armed forces 
aboard. 

A great many of the wounded be- 
longed to the 27th and 80th Divisions, 
which suffered heavily in the fighting 


on the Hindenburg line near St. Quen- | 


tin, which terminated in the capture of 
that German stronghold on Sept. 29. 

‘Numbers of soldiers among the wound- 
ed on the Leviathan“had been decorated 
by the French Government as wel as 
their own for bravery in the field, in- 
cluding several ambulance drivers who 
had ‘picked up men under heavy fire. 

Commencing with the arrival of the 
Mauretania, the returning soldiers have 
received sincere and enthusiastic greet- 
ings from New York, but yesterday 
there was almost as mtich tumult down 
the bay, when the Leviathan came up 
foi her anchorage as there. was in this 
city on the day ‘the armistice was 
signed. The noise continued untfl the 
ship was made fast at -her pier, and for 

an hour afterward. 

The Leviathan, which weighed her 
anchor at 6:45 o’clock, was met off the 
Statue of Liberty by the Police boat 
Patrol, with the Mayor’s Committee of 
Welcome, on board, including his Secre- 
taty, Grover A. Whalen, Rodman ,Wana- 
maker, the Chairman; Colonel William 
Be. Wood, Captain James W. Hallock of 
thé’ Marine division of the New York4 
Pues: the Police Band, and the forty 
members of the Womert’s Police Re- 
serves. The fireboats Thomas Willard 
and George B. McClellan joined the 
escort and’ sent up high streams of 
water ahead of the sharp bow of @he 
* transport as she moved swiftly to her 
pier. Cheers came ‘from the passing 
ferryboats and from thousands assem- 

bled in Battery Park. 

As the transport was being warped 
$nto her pier bands played martial mu- 
sic.: The pier was thronged with work- 
ers:of the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., and 
Knights of Columbus, who cheered hear- 
tily. These workers later provided the 
sdldiers with .coffee and sandwiches 
when ‘they debarked to enter the trains 
which conveyed them to Camp Merritt. 
fhe Navy Department sent naval tend- 
ers-to.the end of the pier for the 4,746 
supernumeraries brought over by the 
Leviathan. Sailors and soldiers, the sick

It.is becoming apparent, however, 
from what is said by those in a po- 
sition to know his mind, that he has 
not come to France with a hard and 
fast formula for the adjustment of 
these problems. On the contrary, his 
notion gppeara to be that no single 
nation will be..able to determine 
what is best to insure future world 
It-is no secret that fear has ex- 
isted in Europe, and to some extent 
in America, that the President had 


‘admit of compromise. 

Quite the opposite seems -to be 
true, and there is reason to believe 
‘that the representatives of the allied 
Governments will find him ready to 


understand and appreciate the con- 
siderations brought forward by them 
which seemingly conflict with the 
popular conceptions of American 
Governmental aspirations. 

The President has come to Paris, 
according to .reliable information, 
with the purpose of having a frank 
exchange of views with the allied 
plenipotentiaries—this exchange to 
be preliminary to any actual deter- 

mination of the American program. 

For example—and this cannot be 
too strongly emphasized—he is not 
inflexible in his views as to the or- 

ganization of the League of Nations 
for the preservation of peace. His 
heart is set on the league project, 
but. it is understood that he is im- 
pressed. by the fact that, with a 
divergence. of opinion among the as- 
sociated nations on this subject, it 
may be impossible to effect an agreé- 
ment which will go to the extent that 
some hope for it—ex-President Taft, 
for example. 


Likely to Favor an Informal! League. 


‘In this spirit of accommodation 
the President may be expected to 
take the position that the league at 
the outset should be loosely formed 
—that is, not hound by terms which 
pledge its members to use armed 
force to discipline other members 
which violate the principles of the 
league. _ 

‘He is expected to be willing to’con- 
cede that it is not feasible, certainly 
at this time, to organize the league 
as a world-Government, with execu- 
tive heads and judicial tribunals with 
power to determine what the member 
nations shall do to obviate war in 
the event of ee disputes between 
them. 

It is Set aia? that the views of 
the President do not contemplate 
what would amount to an of- 
fensive and defensive alliance. It is 
felt by the American delegation that 
the American people would hardly 
approve stich arrangement and that 
the Américan Senate would decline 
to ratify a treaty of that character. 

‘ One gathers since the arrival of 
the Presidential party that a set pro- 
gram for the formation of a League 
of Nations has not been drafted by 
the American delegation. The mem-

bers of that delegation, including ths | 
President, desire to hear the ideas 
of the allied representatives on the 
subject before reaching a determina- 
tion on the course of the United 
States. 

The matter of arrangements .for 
the employment of an economic boy- 
cott to discipline offending members 
of the league is a case in point. The 
President and his American asso- 
ciates are believed not to have made 
up their minds as to the feasibility 
of such preventive means and to be 
more than willing to discuss the 
question freely with the representa- 
tives of the Allies. 

What has been said indicates the 
frame of mind in which the Presi- 
dent and the other American nego- 
tiators have come to France, It is 
true that the President has definite 
views as to what constitutes the free- 
dom of the seas, and is convinced 
that an interpretation of the princi- 
ples involved should be included in 
the peace treaty. It is equally true 
that he is inclined toward adjust- 
ments that may not dovetail with 
the present ideas of European allied 
statesmen. But that he has come to 
Paris in an unconciliatory spirit or 
without a true appreciation of the 
sensibilities and local problems of 
European Governments and peoples 
is far from the truth. 

It may be taken for granted that 


allied peace delegations in the friend- 
liest spirit. Everything that is known 
suggests this. Taken all in all, his 
position, when set forth, is likely to 
create a favorable impression and

WILSON’S SYMPATHY 


Convinced by . Hotel de ‘Ville| 
Speech That Hé Understands 
France’s Suffering.

PARIS, Dec. 16.—President Wil- 
son today laid the foundation for 
cordial dealings with the French 
Government in his address at the 
Hétel de Ville, when he spoke of the 
sufferings of the people of. France. 
The whole tone of his address was 
in accord with the sentiments ex- 
pressed here prior to the President’s 
coming. 

Press’ and private comment had 
made ,it evident that some nervous- 
ness was felt in all circles over the 
supposition that the President might 
not fully appreciate what France 
had gone through in the long years 
of war. This feeling was at the 
bottom of the general desire’ that 
the President should visit ‘the dev- 
astated regions before entering into 
exchanges with the representatives 
of the Allies. 

The President, however, has risen 
to the occasion, and has relieved 
anxiety as to his understanding of 
conditions in. France. 

Widespread sentiment exists. in 
France in:favor of punishing Ger- 
many for the wrongs committed in 
this country. Part of the anxiety 
among officials and people was due 
to fear that President Wilson would 
be inclined to an overlenient policy 
toward Germany. But today he said 
the very things that France desired 
to hear from his lips when he spoke, 
in his very first speech to the Paris 
public, of “the shameful ruin that 
was wrought and the cruel and un- 
necessary sufferings brought upon 
you.” 

Paris did not know the Presi- 
dent’s attitude in this connection 
when he rode through the streets 
to and from the Hotel de Ville. 
The ‘cordiality of the reception 
given him is all the more signifi- 
cant on account of that lack of 
knowledge. 

The people of Paris are evideritiy 
determined to leave nothing undone 
to show their appreciation of 
America’s effort in the war and Wil- 
son’s personal part in it. Today the 
spectacle was practically a repeti- 
tion of Saturday’s great demonstra- 
tion in his honor.

“TO WORLD LEAGUE 


Sudden Change in Republican 
‘Sentiment Ascribed to Yeo- 
man Work by Taft. 


WOULD APPEAL TO NATION 


Against Kn®x’s Anti-League Reso- 
- lution—Lodge’s Position Mis- 
understood in. Paris.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Eix-Presi- 
dent William H. Taft, who is advocating 
without reservation the plan for a 
League of Nations, which President 
Wilson has gone to Europe to urge for 
adoption as one. of the cardinal planks 
in the peace treaty, is playihg a very 
active role in endeavoring to develop

The reso- 
lution aims to have: the Senate declare 
it to be the sense of that body that the 
question of a League of Nations should 
be considered separately from the 
treaty. : 


Can’t Report the Resolution. 


For a time it looked as if virtually all 
thé Republican members of the commit- 
tee would support the resolution and 
that they would pick up enough Demo- 
cratic votes in the committee to favor- 
ably report the resolution to the Senate. 
A careful canvass now indicates that 
the Republican members of the commit- 
tee, as well as the Republican members 
of the Senate, as a whole, are split over 
the League of Nations project and that 
enough votes will be mustered in com- 
mittee to prevent the reporting of the 
Knox resolution. The committee is to 
meet Wednesday, and the- information 
tonight is that it will not report the 
resolution. 

The shift in sentiment in the Senate 
has been such as to prevent action on 
the floor in condemnation of the pro- 
gram for a League of Nations. There 
will be speeches, among them one to be 
made by Senator Lodge of. Massachu- 
setts, later this week, in opposition to 
the League of Nations project. Besides 
Mr. Lodge, other Senators, mainly Re- 
publicans, will speak against the 
scheme. But a study of the present 
situation indicates that the Senate will 
not: embarrass the. President to the ex- 
tent of formally recording itself against 
the League of Nations idea, at least not 
while he is working for if in Hurope.

tions in honor of sovereigns and 
Presidents here since 1867,” he said, 
“but have never witnessed anything 
approaching the welcome given 
President Wilson.”

Considerable curiosity: was shown 
here before the President’s coming 


as to the character of the reception 


he would receive from the. popu- 
lation of Paris. 

The American people should under- 
stand that the situation was compli- 
cated by the free circulation of 
gossipy stories seeking to give the 
impression that the allied ‘Govern- 
ments eontemplated a course at the 
Peace Conference detrimental to the 
interests of the United States. 

One almost gained the impres- 
sion, if he was willing to swallow it, 
that it was being said that Ameri- 
can participation in the conference 
was resented by our allies. The 
people of Paris showed Saturday 
and today that no such resentment 
animated them, but, on the con- 


trary, that they were willing and 


anxious to’ make America under- 
stand their complete confidence in 
the unselfish attitude of their 
President. 

That the President is here to carry 
out the desires of his fellow-citizens 
was ‘shown by his references in the 
Hétel de Ville speech to his inten- 
tion ‘to follow their wishes in bring- 
ing about a satisfactory settlement 
of the war. 

He was evidently pleased over une 
expressions of appreciation in the 
Hétel de Ville speeches regarding 
America’s generosity in relieving the 
sufferings of France. 

Altogether today’s events, follow- 
ing’ those of Saturday, have ‘served 
to clear the political atmosphere and: 
create a good impression that'is ex- 
pected to have an excellent effect 
‘when the allied representatives get 
down to business. 

It is obvious that differences: will: 
develop over important points of 
adjustment. Each nation involved 
has different views on certain sub- 
jects. But there seems to be a cor- 
dial desire on all sides for the con- 
tinuance of close relations between 
the Allies in spite of the rumors 
referred to. 

It is inconceivable that the Amer- 
ican roles will not take issue 
swith: «effort to turn the con- 
férence into another Congress of 
Vienna, with the object of dividing 
up Europe to gratify selfish de- 
sires not in accord with the rights 
of the peoples involved. Mr. Wil- 
son on frequent oceasions has shown 
that he was opposed to this mode of 
settlement. 

It is understood, however, that the 
President and his associates are in 
agreement with Senator Lodge in the 
greater’ number of the twenty-one

Again the proposal for control 
of the raw material of the wor 
by the Allies until the Central 
Powers are admitted to the League 
of Nations will probably bring op- 
position from the American delega- 
tion. They feel, it is understood, 
that it is unwise to exercise such 
control .in an arbitrary way, al- 
though it is evident that they are 
willing to discuss this matter in 
‘conference in the friendliest spirit. 

International arbitration of dis- 
putes between nations, as suggested 
is quite satisfactory *to American 
plenipotentiaries, according to best 
information, but preference seems 
to be to continue The Hague tri- 
bunal for this purpose instead of 
setting up elaborate’ judicial ma- 
chinery in connection with the 
league organization. 

The President and his colleagues 
are understood to be in agreement 
that a world government of an 
elaborate character is not feasible at 
this time, and their attitude will be |’ 
in the direction of the simplest or- 
ganization’ as a beginning of the 
league project.

The visit of the head of a foreign 
nation to the Ministry and his accept- 
ance of the hospitality of foreign Am- 
bassadors are not strictly in accord- 
ance, with custom, but President Wil- 
son felt that the opportunities thus 
afforded of getting into personal con- 
tact justified him in disregarding the 
traditions. 


Grew to Send Mission Bulletins. 

During the intervals between official 
calis and visits today, the President 
was engaged in affairs of. state much 
after the manner of his procedure in 
the White House offices. He did con- 
siderable business over the telephone, 
just as at home. 

He has been insisting that the Amer- 
ican peace mission organize its ma- 
chinery so that the people in the 
United States can begin to -know 
what is happening.

The President will be back in Paris 
in the early days of January, when 
the preliminaries are likely to be so 
far advanced as to permit of the open- 
ing of the Peace Congress about Jan. 
6. The exact time, however, is of 
course subject to the pleasure of the 
Inter-Allied Conference when it as- 
sethbles to complete the details of the 
program. 

It is evident, however, that the 
President's time will be so greatly oc- 
cupied that the visit to Italy, which 
was at first expected to be made in 
the latter part of.

The President will not be present at 
the Paris fétes in honor of King Victor 
Emmanuel of Italy, who arrives on 
Thursday, according to the’ Echo de 
Paris, but it is probable that he and 
the King will exchange calls. 

~ President Wilson will attend a meet- 
ing of the French Academy on Thurs- 
day, and a reception will be accorded 
him by the members, according to 
newspaper announcements. 

On Thursday, also, he will attend a 
reception given in his honor by the 
France-America Committee. He will 
give a banquet to President Poincaré 
and eminent politicians and diplomats 
on Saturday evening. Covers will be 
laid for seventy. 

Interallied Conference on Monday. 

The arrival of the various officials 
to meet President Wilson has now 
been arranged for. The Italian Pre- 
mier, Vittorio Orlando, and Foreign 
Minister Sonnino will reach . here 
on Thursday.

PARIS, Dec. 15.—Visitors to Brest 


‘had an opportunity to see something 


of the work of the American Navy, ‘of 
which that port is, the -headquerters. 
It constitutes-one of the most brilliant 
chapters in the American. performance. 
From Jan. 1 to the signing of the artm- 


istice, an average of about one convoy |’ 


a day was brought into Brest. To be 
exact;' there’ were 301 convoys in 304 
days. These convoys were all troops 
and stores. More than 1,000,000 men 
were’ brought in, not counting those 
aboard ships coming via England. 

Not a single passenger was lost. No 
incoming’ ship with troops on board. was 
torpedoed: It is confidently believed 
by ‘the navy officers at Brest that with 
two exceptions no German submarine 
ever saw ore cf our convoys. 
marvelous results under Admiral Wil- 
son’s management were not obtained 
through good luck, but were acuieved 
by thorough organization and keen 
hard work. 

If the details are ever printed, they 
will prove perhaps the most interesting 
reading of the whole war. The. tra- 
ditional efficiency of the Anierican 
Navy probably reached a ‘maximuth in 
the Brest operations. Our officers and 
men there worked most harmoniously 
with the French, and Admiral Wilson 
is probably the most popular man in 
Brest, although he has used his au- 
thority firmly in regulating the port 
The personnel under his 
command numbered 7,480 men and 600 
officers. A large number of. these 
Americans have come into. contact with 
Brest, and aroused among the people 
there’ a new hope and ‘spirit: This 
influence will figure largely in the 
future development of this. wonderful 
natural port.

Oh Nov. 9; in the forenoon, long dis- 
cussions took place.

After his first 
audience with the Kaiser he.had a 
lengthy” ‘discussion ‘with high staff of- 
ficers of the-several armies, each of 
swhich had béen’ ordered to send five or 
six representatives to. headquarters. 
Each officer stated in writing his views 
ef the loyalty ‘of his troops. - 

‘Ata second audience, at 1-o’clock, at 
the Villa of Fraineuse, Hindenburg laid 
before the Kaiser the verdict of the of- 
ficers, which was almost unanimous that 
the troops were 46 be depended on 
against the enemy, but would not fight 
against their comrades. ; 

Berlin Anticipated Abdication. 


‘Meantime, urgent telephone méssages 
were arriving from Berlin that the 
Kaiser must abdicate, and others asking 
whéther he had already abdicated. More 
discussion followed, and as a result the 
answer to Berlin was formulated. The 
Kaiser abdicated as German Emperor, 
but not as King of Prussia. At 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon, when this reply was 
communicated to Berlin, there came an 
answer back: 

It is too late. We have already pub- 

lished news of the abdication.” : 
' The Crown Prince arrived about noon 
at Spa, and returned about 3 o’clock to 
his: army.- The Kaiser said to him as 
he‘ took leave: : 

“Tell the troops it is not true thet 
I have abdicated as King of Prussia.” 

Later Hindenburg came with Gréner 
and Hintz, and. shortly afterward Ad- 
miral Scheer arrived. Representations 
were then made to the Kaiser in favor 
of renouncing also the Prussian throne. 
When he left the audience chamber he 
said to Graf Dohna Schlodien, who was 
waiting in the anteroom: 

**'You have no longer a Highest War 
Leora.” 

Then he went at once. to’ his*work- 
room. 


“ Ashamed” at First to Flee. 

In the evening one of the members 
of his nearest circle.came to persuade 
him. to go to ‘Holland. The Kaiser re- 
fused. Later the Same evening he re- 
marked: ‘‘ They want me to flee, but 
I will not go;.’’ and still later he said 
to his Adjutant: 

““E’am so fearfully ashamed I can- 
not do it; I cannot go.aiway. If there 
be but one. faithful battalion here I will 
remain at Spa.’’ 

In the court train where -he dined 
came one Job’s comforter after another. 
One: brought reports that the Bolsheviki 
were in Herbesthal; another that re- 
turning troops were threatening Spa. 
The Kaiser still would not consent to 
50, but he agreed to preparations being 
madé, He remarked.to those about him: 

*“*T have always known what to do, 
but riow I cannot help myself.” 

One of his Adjutants was asked by the 
Kaiser to give his view, and replied: 

“If, I personally had to decide, I 
would remain; for if the troops will not 
defend your Majesty, then we can form 
a bodyguard of officers and we can 
occupy ‘all the posts.”’ 

At 10 o’clock in the evening -Hintze, 
representing the Foreign Office, urged 
the Kaltser’s departure. 

‘** Once more, your Mafjesty,’”’ he said; 
‘‘in-:@ few hours it may be too late.”’ 

He referred to the disquieting reports 
from various towns. 

‘Sald He Wanted to Hasten Peace. 


At last the, Kaiser took the momentous 
decision. At first Castle Briihl, near 
Cologne, had been thought of as a place 
of sojourn, and there was also a ques- 
tion of the Kaiser joining the Crown 
Prince with his army. But the roads 
wére no longer open to Briihl, and re- 
ports were brought that the roads to the 
Crown Princeé’s' army were not safe. 
Thé narrator says that the Kaiser had 
considered the probability that the En- 
tente would never conclude peace with 
him,’ and declared finally: 

‘*I will. go to Holland to make it easy 
for my people to obtain peace. If I 
went to Germany it might he assumed 
that I wished to. form a new party to 
make_a rising in my favor.’’ ;

GREATLY EXCITED 


Several Letters Compromising High 
Personages Found on Body 
of President's Assassin.

LISBON, Dec..16.—Following the. mur- 
der Jate on Saturday night of President 
Sidonio. Paes,. numerous arrests have 
been made, -among those seized being 
Margalhaes Lima. Several letters com- 
promising ‘high personages were found on 
the’ body ofthe assassin. . chs 
. The President was at the Rocio Sta- 
tion to take a train to Oporto and was 
talking to several of his’ Ministers when 
he was attacked by a young man,. who 
fired several shots at him, wounding 
him in the head. Dr. Paes raised his 
hands to his head and fell into the arms 
of the Ministers. Secret Service men 
surrounding the President killed the 
assassin. 

President Paes was hurried to'the San 
José Hospital, where he died in- five 
minutes. The body was embalmed and 
later removed to the Belen Palace, 
where it will lie in’ state in the Louis 
XV. room unt!l next. Saturday, when 
the burial will take place. Today large 
crowds filed past the catafalque, among 
them the “Ambassadors of Spain and 
Italy. 

The Government has issued a procla- 
mation appealing to the patriotism of 
the people to maintain law and order in 
the interest of the national defense.

their credit, which accounts for the 
Government having tolerated them’ so 
far.

; Army Officers Repressed. 

There have been a great many cases 
recently in which officers have tried to 
bully their men into the old state. of 
pre-revolutionary submission which 
had nothing in common with disci- 
pline, and they might have succeeded 
if the Soldiers’ Councils had not ‘been 
interested. Many officers who ‘have 
recently returned have. been unable to 
realize the change that has taken 
place, and refuse to take, the. conse- 
quences. They evidently still cherish 
the fond hope that things will change 
again, and they would gladly help 
them change, to which end they wish 
to preserve the old relations between 
officers and men. 

Such cases are too numerous to re- 
count here, but the officers figuring 
in them invariably bear the names of 
‘now hated junker families. Yesterday 
one attempted to imitate the ‘example 
of Martin, Matuscnka, and Rheinba- 
ben, which led to the bloody riots of 
Dec. 6..

Strikes ‘in German Mines. 

Dec. 14—There is danger of a general 
strike in the coal mines of the Ruhr 
district, unless. the Government finds 
a way to prevent it. 

A strike started at Thyssen’s mine, 
the ‘* Deutscher Kaiser,’’ on Dec. 12, 
when 5,000 men laid down their tools. 
Since that time half a dozen other 
mines have become affected, 50,000 
more men striking. 

Instead .of an eight-hour day = the 
miners demand a seven-hour shift and 
20 marks per day besides extra com- 
pensation of 1,000 marks for. every 
man. who has been working under- 
ground for four years. In some cases 
they threatened the destruction of the 
mines and buildings, unless their de- 
mands are granted. 

The local Soldiers’ Councils are pro- 
tecting the mines against riots, but 
they sympathize with the strikers and 
may go over at-any time.’ 

Near Beuthen, in. Upper Silesia, 
Russian prisoners who: were working 
in the mine struck. They tried to 
overwhelm the German guards. The 
latter at first fired blank cartridges. 
This having no effect they fired bul- 
lets, which killed nine and wounded 
seven. Russians, whereupon the latter 
resumed work. 

Krupps to Cut Down Force. 

The Krupps have. notified their 
workers that many foremen and most 
of the 200,000 workers émployed there 
must be dimissed,'as there is only 
work for about 12,00U.men. At,pres- 
ent the Krupps are vaving 2,000,000 
marks wages daily for unproductive 
work or no work at all,-and when the 
capital of the firm is used up-there 
will be nothing left but stone walls, 
scrap iron, and débris. -

WAR SHOCKED DUCHESS. 


Anastasie . Depiores Germany’s 
“Great Blunder” in Entering It. 


GENEVA, Dec. 15, (Associated Press.) 
—Germany made a great blunder in en- 
tering the war and should admit that 
she was in the wrong, said the Grand 
Duchess Anastasie of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, mother of the former German 
Crown Princess, in an interview today. 

The Grand Duchess, who is a Russian 
and a cousin of the late Czar, came to 
Geneva at the outbreak of the war, and 
is now about to go to the Riviera for 
her health. She had many relatives 
tighting: against. one another on all 
fronts. , 

The correspondent was the first news- 
paper man to whom she had talked 
since the beginning of the war. Reply- 
ing to a question, about the former km- 
peror and the former Crown Prince, she 
said pathetically: 

‘+ There is a splendid maxim in your 
language: * Don’t hit a man when he is 
down.’ Let us observe this principle, 
this sporting principle, during our’ con- 
versation.’’ : 

Asked ‘why she had left Germany as 
soon as that country began military op- 
erations, the Grand Duchess replied: 

*““T could not remain in a country 
which had declared war.on my own 
country—Russia. his’ waK. came as a 
great surprise to me and my ‘kon, (Fried- 
rich Franz IV.; Grand Duke of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin, who abdicated several 
weeks ago,) although we were in con- 
stant touch with the royal families of 
Germany, Russia, and Denmark. 

““It has been said that not more than 
twenty persons in Germany understood 
what a cruel mistake it was going to be. 
I was one of them.. However, as I never 
meddied in politics and never intended 
to do so, I was not able to interfere. . 

*“* But I continue to think .that Ger- 
many made a_great blunder in entering 
this terrible struggle, not only from a 
humane point of view, but also for po- 
litical and commercial -reasons, as her 
commerce was prosperous. Now she.has 
lost all.

WITH MEN OF BATTLE

on the Leviathan, but they were un- 
founded. Steamships in the same con- 
voy were hit by torpedoes occasionally, 
he said, but the U-boats were never 
permitted to get near enough to fire at 
the great transport. She was always 
fully protected in the danger zone, and 
never had less than five destroyers 
guarding her. ; 

Besides the Leviathan another trans- 
port, the Sant’ Anna, arrived yesterday. 
The vessel, which was three days late 
from Brest, had on board 48 officers, 21 
enlisted mén, 70 Y. M. C. A. workers, 
and 3 Knights of Columbus secretaries. 

There was only one wounded man on 
board the Sant’ Anna. He was Jathes 
F. Kelly, a Knights of Columbus work- 
er, who lives at 152 Clarkson Street, 
Brooklyn. He received the Legion of 
Honor medal for being one of the men 
who flew over the enemy lines on Oct. 
21 to drop supplies for the American 
soldiers of the ‘‘lost battalion,’’ who 
were surrounded in the Argonne Forest 
for some days and were unable to get 
food. On the third trip he was hit by 
shrapnel as the party was returning aft- 
er successfully dropping supplies. 

The surgical cases on board the Levia- 
than were lodged in a ward that was 
the ballroom when she was the biggest 
passenger liner afloat. The Winter gar- 
den was used for the army officers as a 
mess room. 


Stories of Wounded Men. 


There were many wounded men who 
had interesting incidents to relate of 
their experiences in France and Flan- 
ders before they were disabled and sent 
back to the base hospitals. One of 
them was Private Joseph A. Glynn, a 
New Yorker, who joined the 105th In- 
fantry and went to France as part of 
the 27th Division. He had lost his left 
eye, two fingers from the left hand, and 
two toes from his left foot. Private 
Glynn described the attack on the Hin- 
denburg line on Sept. 29. 

‘Part of the 27th,” he said, ‘‘ were 
joined. with a part of the 30th Division 
and sent to Flanders, where we cap- 
tured Mount Kemmel on Aug. 25 with 
the loss of only 500 officers and men. 
We got off rather easy in the way -of 
casualties, because we took the Huns by 
surprise. Our artillery had been pound- 
ing their lines so hard that the enemy 


could not stand it any more and had 
started to move some of his guns back 
preparatory to shortening his line at

at point. 

“The ground was full of deep shell 
holes, into which we had to crawl at 
night and try to sleep. I stayed in one 


‘of them for twenty-four hours and then 


had to go out into the open because the 
rain was so heavy that I would have 
been drowned, as many of the British 
Tommies did in_the early fighting in 
Flanders. The Germans had plenty of 
machine guns to give us a hot peppesing 
as we advanced on their position in open 
order and it Was soon over. : 

‘‘ After the taking of Mount Kemmel 
our troops were séent to Doulens on 
Sept. 24 to join with one of the Au- 
stralian divisions near the Nord Canal. 
The attack was ordered for the early 
morning of Sept. 29, with 120 tanks. 
The only place to cross the canal with 
safety was a space about 6,000 yards 
wide which had been mined by the 
Germans. Out —ey threw a. bar- 
rage upon the und for an hour and 
when the guns had finished there were 
no more mines. The ground looked 
as if it had been thrown up by vol- 
canic action. We had at least eighty 
guns in action. I was hit by shrapnel 
and machine gun bullets.. At the 
American base hospital at Rouen I was 
fortunate enough to be placed under the 
care of two good nurses from New 
York City, Miss O’Connor from Belle- 
vue Hospital and Miss Breen from ‘St. 
Luke’s Hospital. 


Tells of a Tank Attack. 


Another of the soldiers on the Levi- 
athan was Sergeant Frank J. Williams, 
who was a publisher at 225 Fifth Ave- 
nue.

ACCIDENT DETAINS ADRIATIC, 


Cylinder Explosion Prevents Sailing 
Yesterday—Off at 3 Tomorrow. 


Two hours before the White Star liner 
Adriatic was to leave at noon yesterday 
for Liverpool with 650 passengers, 3,000 
sacks of Christmas mail, and 1,600 tons 
of cargo, an explosion in the low-pres- 
sure intermediate cylinder on the star- 
board side in the engine room hurled 
the metal cylinder cover, weighing three 
tons, against the overhead beams. No 
one was injured, but the break made it 
neceasary to hold the ship here until 3 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 

Superintendent Engineer Blake imme- 
diately made a brief inspection with 
Chief Engineer Reed, and it was decid- 
ed to cut out the damaged cylinder and 
convert the engines from quadruple into 
triple expansion for the voyage over, 80 
that the ship would not be delayed here 
longer. Fitters and other mechanics 
were sent for and the work was started 
at once, but the 650 passengers will miss 
Christmas. in England.

proclamation issued by Colonel J. C.

Assemblages for political discussions 
are prohibited unless sanctioned by the 
American military authorities. The proc- 
lamation also orders that all civilians 
turn over to the proper authorities by 
Dec. 15 all firearms in their possession. 
The Burgomasters of towns in the area 
of occupatgon will issue licenses to the 
persons authorized “to be armed for 
police duties after approval by the 
American military: authorities. 

The proclamation says that prices of 
food and other things shall be the same 
for the Americans as for the Germans.

REPORT POGROMS 
MUCH EXAGGERATED 
Statements in Warsaw that Feel- 


ing Is Caused by Resistance to 
National Movement. 





WARSAW, Dec. 15, (via. Vienna,) 
(Associated Press.)—While there has 
been in the outside world of disor- 
derly conditions in Poland, it would 
geem that there have been gross exag- 
gerations as to conditions here. 

Semi-neutral opinion was expressed to 
the correspondent by Leon Coldstand, a 
Jewish member of the Polish Conserva- 
tive Party, who said: 


‘The whole agitation seems to me to 
be largely manufactured and based on 
false rumors. From what I know I 
believe these rumors were started by a 
large number of Jews interested in se- 
curing peculiar political rights of their 
own, instead of living amiong the Poles 
as they do among the English and 
French. 

“It is my opinion that, if the Jews 
would accept Polish nationality and act 
in the interest of Poland, they would be 
adopted as political equals by every one. 
In my own party we have many Jews 
who work in the most cordial relations 
with the other members. 

“It has been remarked that recent 
troubles have started among Jews who 
came from Russia, from which country 
they were deported last year, rather 

‘than among Jews who frankly accept 
Polish nationality. 

‘** During the German occupation of 

oland, Jews were employed as food 

ers and army furnishers by the Ger- 
man Army officers. They grew righ by 
this work and there is now.a natural

CASUALTY TOTAL TO RISE. 


Pershing Reports New Names More 
Than Offset Duplications. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Cable cor- 
respondence between the War Depart- 
ment and General Pershing exchanged 


in connection with an effort by that de- 
partment to obtain all possible informa-. 
tion regarding American casualties, was 
made public today, dissipating all idea 
that the number of casualties would be 
less than 264,998—the number in a cable- 
gram received Nov. 27 from General 
Pershing, giving the number of casual- 
ties up to and including Nov. 26. 

In response to a message ae 
whether duplicated casualties discovere 
since Nov. 26 would réduceé the’ total of 
that date, General «ershing has replied 
that the additional casualties received 
more than offset the duplicates. This 
would inditate that when the compila- 
tion is completed the total will be larger 
than the 264,998 reported. 

The American commander cabled the 
War Department today that practically 
complete reports of deaths in action 
among the expeditionary forces should 
reach the department by Dec. 20, and of 
severely wounded by Dec. 27. . 

General Pershing said that the number 
of unreported casualties in’ process of 
verification at the central records office 
on Dec. 14 was 40,440,. divided as fol- 
lows: 

Killed in action 

Died of wounds 

Died of disease 
Accidentally killed 

Severely wounded in action 

These included all ‘‘ suspense cases 
_under investigation,’’ the General said. 

Total casualties to Nov. 23 in the 30th 
(Wild-Cat) Division, (North Carolina, 
South Carolina, and Tennessee National 
Guard,) were given as 7,623, classified 
as follows: 


Died of other causes 
Severely wounded 
Wounded, degree undetermined 
Slightly wounded 
Missing or captured 

The report today from the American 
commander was in reply to specific 
questions from the War Department. In 
asking regarding casualties in the 30th 
Division, the department said that there 
had been ‘‘ much apprehension ’”’ here 
about the losses of this unit which 
helped the British Army *»reak the Hin- 
denburg line.

FIRE ALARMS COLUMBIA. | 


Blaze in Sub-Basement of Have- 
meyer Hall Put Out with Difficulty. 


Firemen, and naval: reserve students, 
now at Columbia University, united early 
this morning in a brisk and successful 
battle against flames which‘ were dis- 
covered just after midnight in the base- 
ment of Havemeyer Hall at Broadway 
and 118th Street, which for-a time it was) 
feared would sweep the building. There 
was much alarm and exc*tement. in the 
neighborhood, because it was believed 
there was nitro glycerine stored in the 
vault in the sub-basement of the_build- 
ing. .Later, however, it was learnc€ 
that this explosive had been removed 
several weeks ago. 

By the time city apparatus began ar- 
riving students for many blocks around 
had sensed the excitement and were 
gathering in an ever increasing crowd 
to help fight the flames with the uni- 
versity’s apparatus. 2 

Battalion Chief Webber, when he 
reached the building, found the smoke 
and fumes from the burning chemicals 
so dense and acrid that men with or- 
dinary equipment could not cope .with 
the blaze, which was threatening every 
moment to creep up the stairways and 
air shafts to the upper floors of the 
building. While the flames were held 
temporarily in. check with the available 
apparatus, Webber ordered out the Res- 
cue. Squad with its gas masks. 

These men upon their arrival found 
their job a hard one despite the pro- 
tectiog, of their masks. Time and again 
they tered the sub-basement only to 
be driven out, their eyes smarting, tears 
— down their checks and their 
chests heaving painfully from the noxi- 
ous fumes that seeped through the 
respirators. Lieutenant McCarthy of 
Truck 22 and Fireman Charles Rinsch- 
ler of Engine Company 47, who ‘were 
among those who stuck at the fight 
without the protection of masks, were 
overcome. hey were carried to the 
open air and received the attention of 
Fire Department Surgeon Archer, and 
then sent to their quarters.

EXPLODING DRUM 
WRECKS DYE PLANT 


Fire Follows Accident’ That 
Ruins Shop of Aniline 
Products Company. 


NEARBY HOTEL IS SHAKEN 


University Place Showered with 
Glass and Many Persons Suffer 
from. Cuts and Shock. 


A quantity of alizerine dye in an iron 
drum in the plant of the American_Ani- 
line Products Company, 66-68 University 
Place, exploded shortly after 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning with such force that 
the interior of the building was wrecked, 
while thirteen persons were injured by 
flying débris or suffered from shock. 
Windows were blown out in the Hotel 


| Albert, directly across the street from 


the American Products Building. Fire 
followed the explosion, but caused little 
damage. 

The machine that exploded was on the 
first floor in the rear of the building, 
which was six stories high. Frank Har- 
rington, a dye mixer, was running the 
drum, which revolves at high speed and 
has a capacity of 400 pounds of chemi- 
cals. The police said that when it ex- 


| ploded it contained only 117 pounds of 


alizerine dye. " ‘ 

Harrington said the Grum was revolv- 
ing when the cap flew off. Before he 
could stop’'the. machinery the mixture 
caught fire. 

He ran and shouted an alarm and im- 
mediately there came an explosion with 
a shower of glass to the street. Windows 
on the upper floors of thé building were 
shattered as were those of adjoining 
buildings. 

The force of the exploding chemicals 
tore away the peryuees, shoving the 
wall of the shipping room from near the 
rear up to the front of the shop, while 
doors were torn off the front and 
hurled into the street. 

Across the street two large plate glass 
windows in a restaurant were smashed 
and windows broken in the hotel as high 
as the sixth floor. While many windows 
in 64 University Place, on one side of 
the wrecked building. were broken, 
those on the other side, No.. 70, were 
left intact. Of the persons passing at 
the time, only Abraham Linzenberg of 
1,422 Stebbings Street, who was cut by 
giass, was reported hurt. 

The aniline plant. employed twenty- 
five persons. Those who were cut or 
hurt were taken to the office of Dr. J. 

Travell, at 27 East Eleventh Street. 
Henry Cairns of 207 West Fourteenth 
one” was taken to St. Vincent’s Hos- 
pital. 

D. K. Armour, President of the Amer- 
fean Aniline Products Company, which 
has offices at 80 Fifth Avenue, said he 
was at a loss to account for the acci- 
dent. He said the firm had a permit 
from the Fire Department to mix chem- 
icals, but had used none of an inflam- 
mable type. and certainly no explosives, 
in the dye mixtures. 


PRESIDENT SAVES SOLDIER. 


Commutes Death Sentence of Man 
Convicted at Camp Dix.

CAMP DIX, N. J., Dec. 16.—Sentenced 
by a court-martial to be executed for 
disloyal statements and for refusing to 
obey orders, Private Solomon Losofsky, 
a Newark jeweler, owes his life to 
Presidential clemency. The report of the 
case issued here this afternoon shows 
that on the eve of leaving for Europe 
President Wilson commuted the al 


tence to imprisonment at hard labor for 
twenty years. He will serve the sentence 
at Fort Jay. 

Major General Scott approved the 
findings of the court, the entire sentence 
of which directed the prisoner ‘‘ to. be 
dishonorably discharg from the serv- 
ice, to forfeit all pay and allowances 
due or to become due and to be hanged 
by the neck until dead. Two-thirds of 
the court concurring.”’ 

Losofsky was called in a draft early 
in the Summer. Among the statements 
he is alleged to have made to the preju- 
dice of good order and military dis- 
cipline was one to the effect that ‘‘ I did 
not want to come to this dump in the 
first place and I have no respect for 
the flag or the country.’’

WHY MUST RUSSIA STARVE? 
Several months ago the Allies had to 


me 


make a choice about action in Russia. 
They could go.in or stay out; either 
course involved drawbacks and disad- 
vantages. They chose, THE TIMES 
thinks wisely, to go in, because it 
was essential to stop the German 
march ‘to the East, because they could 
Ret allow an allied army, the Czecho- 
slovaks, to be cut off by the Bol- 
sheviki and their German-Magyar as- 


’ gpociates, because ‘they wanted to put 


the Russian people on their feet and 


. §ive them a chance to develop a gov- 


ermment of their own choice: So the 
Allies’ went in, and the. expected and 
discounted disadvantages appeared. 
Certain sections of Russian opinion, 
duly inflamed by the enemy, reflected 
distrust of our motives, and the Bol- 
»ghevist Government declared war. All 
‘ef this was foreseen when the decision 
Was made; we knew that these things 
would follow, we.judged the good to 
be accomplished was worth while. 

In view of this, it is hard to see why 
the allied Governments have so far 
followed a course which brings all the 
@igadvantages of both alternatives 
with the benefits of neither. We went 
“in with force enough to make all the 
trouble possible, but not with enough 
to give.Russia a chance to save her- 
gelf. We have saved Siberia, but we 
have had'to abandof the Volga front, 
and the Russian democrats there have 
heen massacred by the Bolsheviki who 
came in on the heels of our retreat- 
ing forces. Havine entered Russia 
for & purpose, why not carry out that 
purpose? 

Dispatches. from Washington pub- 
lished on Sunday indicated that food 
and merchandise were to be shipped 
into all parts of Russia under allied 
control. But it was admitted that at 
present there was no possibility of ex- 
tending aid to Petrograd and other 


Belgium, with an excellent chance of 
undergoing Belgium’s fate. But ob- 
viously enough no nation, not even 
the Germany of 1914, would have 
dared to challenge such a, league; if 
the Germans could have foreseen that 
not only. England and Japan, but 
Italy, America, and Brazil would ul- 
timately be numbered among their 
enemies, they would never have start- 
ed the war. 

If a revived Germany—or, what is 
even more improbable, another nation: 
inspired by the spirit which has per- 
vaded Germany in the,last half cen- 
tury—should trouble the peace of a 
leagued world, the other Powers would

The neutrals have suffered 
greatly in this long war; even those 
whose official attitude seemed to favor 
Germany have suffered much at her 
hands.

BURN WILSON’S MESSAGES. 


‘Washington Suffragists Include a 
Copy of First Speech Abroad. 
Special to The New York Times. 

_ WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Woman Suf- 
fragists, at Lafayette Square, opposite 
the White House grounds, late today, 
burned copies of President Wilson’s 
messages to Congress and other public 
utterances relating to the war. They 
did it to show their disappointment over 
what they regarded as failure of the 
President to force his party in Congress 
to put through the suffrage amendment 

to the Constitution. 

The suffragettes marched from their 
headquarters soon after 4:30 o'clock, 
headed by Mrs. Harvey W. Wiley, 
carrying the American flag. She was 
followed by Miss Vida Milholland of 


New York, who started the demonstra- 
tion by sin ing the ‘‘ Woman’s Marseil- 
laise,’’ while 300 or more suffragettes 
surrounding the Lafayette monument 
joined in.

Contributions for New York’s Hundred 
Neediest Cases yesterday amounted to 
$3,574.61. A total of $2,323.86 was sent 
directly to THz New York Times and 
the rest. was received by the four chari- 
table organizations which furnished the 
list of cases and are administering the 


’ fund which is raised for them. One con- 


tribution of $50 which was received for 
the Hundred Neediest Cases, before the 
appeal for them was made, 
the total to $3,624.61. 

The fund must be greater this year 
than it has been in preceding years, 
if it is to accomplish the same amount 
of good. The increase in the cost of 
the necessaries ‘of life has made itself 
felt nowhere more severely than in the 
work of relieving unfortunate families. 
Sudden death from disease has been' 
more frequent this year than in any 
preceding year in recent times because 
of the ravages of influenza and pneu- 
monia. There has never been a time 
when so many families which had been 
fairly: comfortable and contented, have 
been plunged without warning into des- 
titution by the toss of the breadwinner. 

It took 2,891 separate gifts, most of 
them for small amounts, to make up the 
total of $62,103.47, which was received 


for New York's Hundred Neediest 
Cases last year. Some of these gifts 
were from clubs, scnools, groups of em- 
ployes and other special collections and 
some from soldiers and sailora, so that

New York “City’s Hundred Neediest 
Cases received notable aid last year 
from persons who did not live in this 
city, nor even very near, it. Gifts were. 
received from about half the States of 
this country, as well as from Cuba and 
Canada. Scores of persons from other 
sections on visits to this city sent con- 
tributions. This year’s appeal, though 
first published only two days ago, has 
also touched persons at considerabie 


distances. One letter received yesterday 
by the State Charities Aid Association 
came from Edmund and McNeill Tyler 
of Gainesville, Va., ana said: 

‘* We are two little boys and we want 
to help little David, so are sending him 
our love and a Christmas gift.’’ 

Other contributions yesterday came 
from Binghamton, N. Y., and Atlantic 
City. THe Naw York Times received 
six letters containing contributions from 
persons at New York hotels, and the 
charitable organizations received simi- 
lar letters, indicating that outsiders are 
going to play their part in helping as 
they did last year. 

Case No. 55 was the only one definite- 
ly closed yesterday. This was the story 
of a mother who had been a long time 
in a hospital and had run out of money, 
so that she could no longer keep up 
payments of $3 a week to keep her boy 
n a boarding home and prevent his re- 
moval to an institution. Pledges were 
received to care for some other cases. 
A considerable percentage of the money 
was sent simply ‘‘ To the Hundred Need- 
fest ’’ without the designation of any 
particular case, and this will go to cases 
which receive less in direct contribu- 
tions. Contributions for Case No. 42 
should be sent to the State Charities Aid 
Association. t was erroneously listed 
yesterday as a case of the Brooklyn Bu- 
reau of Charities.

whose circumstances and needs have 
been told. One woman telephoned to the 
State Charities Aid Association yester- 
day and offered to adopt a child. <An- 
other woman telephoned that, while she 
was too poor to commit herself to the 
adoption of a child, she would give a 
home to one for an indefinite period, 
and she asked for a child who was in 
need of special care. 

One woman who helped a little. boy 
named Peter in the undred Neediest 
Cases of last year telephoned to the 
Association for Improving the Condition 
of the Poor that she had given the boy 
a Christmas box last year and that he 
had written her a nice letter, conclud- 
ing with, ‘‘ I hope you won’t forget me 
next year.’’ She was told that Peter 
did not need it this year as much as 
hundreds of others, because his family, 
which was set on its feet by gifts to 
the Hundred Neediest Cases last year, 
had prospered remarkably since that 
time. 

What is true of this boy's family has 
been the history of scores of other fam- 
ilies helped in the last six years by the 
contributions for the Hundred Neediest 
Cases. Families, which would have 
broken up and scattered without imme- 
diate help, have been.carried through a 
period of misfortuhe and in a _ short 
time made independent and self-support- 
ing. The Charity Organization Society's 
study of the progress made since last 
Christmas of the thirty-nine families 
under its charge which were_ benefited 
by the appeal for the Hundred Neediest 
Cases of 1917, showed that in every case 
but one some permanent good had been 
attained. : “ 


Keep Their Interest Up. 


Many who have helped families and 
individuals who have appeared:‘in the 
Hundred Neediest Cases during the last 
six years have kept a watchful and 
friendly eye on their welfare since that 
time. One man is now sending through 
college a boy in- whom he ‘became in- 
terested when the boy’s condition and 
promise were described in an appeal by 
Tue New 'YorkK TIMES last year. 

Just after Christmas in 1916, an Ensign, 
now’ a Lieutenant in the United States 
Navy, who read the Hundred Neediest 
Cases when he was at another port, 
went to the offices of the State Charities 
Aid Association when he arrived in New 
York, intending to help one of the chil- 
dren for ,.whom the appeal was made.

ACCUSED OF -AIDING REDS 


Gen. Pilsudski Urges Recognition 


by Allies with Help in the 
\ Form of Arms. 


AMSTERDAM, Dec. 16.—Poland has 
severed relations with Germany, accord- 
ing to a telegram received in Berlin 
from Warsaw. 

As a reason for the rupture Poland aca 
cuses the German authorities in occupied 
provinces of acting contrary to Polish 
interests and working with the Bolshe- 
viki. At the request of the Polish Gov- 
ernment, Governor General von Beseler 
and the entire staff of the German mis- 
sion will leave the territory of the Pol- 
ish Republic. 


‘WARSAW, Dec. 15, (via Vienna,) 
(Associated Press.)—The Goverriment of 
Poland should be recognized by all the 
allied powers in order to deal properly 
with the situation in Poland, General 
Joseph Pilsudski, military head of the 
present Government, told the correspond- 
ent today. 

General Pilsudski is opposed by some, 
groups on the ground that he is a So- 
cialist, but he says he is a democrat. 


at Vilna, in Lithuania, his birthplace, 
and sent to Siberia, and his persecution 
by the Russian Government has endeared 
him,to many Poles. His ancestors be- 
longed to the nobility, but his long 
association with those who opposed Rus- 
sia has caused some prominent Poles to 
declare that he is tnsafe to conduct the 
Government.

WILLIAM H. GRANBERY DEAD 


Former Governor of Stock Exchange 
for- Twenty Years Dies at 76. 


William H. Granbery, formerly widely 
known in financial circles in this city, 


having been a member of the New York 
Stock Exchange for more than thirty 
years and for twenty years a member 
of its Board of Governors, died on Sun- 
day at the home of his son, 264 Henry 
Street, Brooklyn, tn his seventy-seventh 
year. 

Mr. Granbery came of an old Virginia 
family, but was born and: lived in this 
city nearly all his lifetime. He was grad- 
uated from the Collegeof the City of 
New York, class of 1862, and his entire 
business career was spent. in Wall 
Street. Mr. Granbery retired from ac- 
tive business about ten years ago. He 
is survived by his wife, two sons, BEB. 
Carlton Granbery and Eugene Thurman 
Granbery, and a daughter, Miss Alice 
Granbery. 





‘““The Government is now in a period 
of transition,’’ he said. ‘‘ A permanent 
Government will be established after the 
January elections to the Diet. 

‘“*T am neither a Socialist nor a Bol-! 
shevik, but a Democrat. 
Bolshevist danger is imminent in Po- | 
land unless we are able to put up a 
fence against the Russian influence. 

‘* Let me first aay how happy I am 
that there is a united Poland. Our 
independence is due entirely to the Al- 
lies, otherwise it_ would always have+ 
been a fiction. Now we may realize 
cherished ideals. Our present task is to 
keep peace and order while waiting the 
elections. 

‘“*We need an army to avoid the 
danger of civil war and to guarantee 
the frontiers against’ Bolshevist agents 
or the. infiltration of German troops, 
particularly those from-the army of 
Generg] Hoffman. These factors consti- 
tute @ menace unless we get help: from 
the Allies in the form of arms. We 
have some arms which were taken from 
the Germans when they retired. 

‘“* There are several complaints 
against General Hoffm&n’s army. The 
first is that the Germans prevent our 
officers and troops, even, in civil dress, 
from crossing the frontier and organ- 
izing the Poles at Vilna, Minsk and 
“elsewhere against growing disorders. In 
the second place the Germans are selling 
and giving arms to dangerous elements. 
It is even declared that the -Germans 
have delivered the city of Minsk to 
the Bolsheviki in return for 40,000 
rubles.. This has resulted in much suf- 
fering for the Polish. population there 
and the burning of houses and cha- 
teaux. ’ 

“If the army of General Hofman 
breaks up, there is danger that the 
200,000 men in it will drift over our 
frontiers, robbing and causing disorders. 
The Germans are inciting antagonistic 
elements in Lithuania and are creating 
trouble in Posen (German Poland.) 
Their troops of occupation in Poland 
are taking an offensive attitude to- 
ward the population, with the result 
that I have been compelled to send 
troops to various places. 

“It is necessary that our Government 
be recognized by the Allies. At pres- 
ent there are certain difficulties. The 
Polish Committee in Paris represents 
parties not in accord with the others 
here, but this internal matter ds being 
arranged. ersonally I desire a com- 
promise. It was my intention to go 
to France when I was arrested by the 
Germans a July; 1917. France is a 
country I love. At that time I foresaw 
that Russia was sure to break.up and 
that Austria would follow. 

‘‘T am a strong admirer of America. 
It was.my good fortune to visit there 
in 1905, although it was only.for a few 
days during a jump across the con- 
tinent.’’ 

In an interview today regarding re- 
ports of anti-Jewish outbreaks in Polish 
territory, Noah Prilucki, a prominent 
Jewish member of the Municipval Coun- 
cil, a leader of the Jewish Nationalist 
Party, and a lawyer, said: 

‘“‘In regard to progroms, I have 
knowledge that they occurred at two 
places, Kielce and Lemberg. Four per-

wounded. 

“Tt is stated that 900 Jews were 
buried in Lemberg two weeks ago. I 
am informed they were killed bv the 
regular Polish Army because of wun- 
founded reports, printed in a Lemberg 
newspaper, that the Jews were not 
neutral in the fighting there.”’ 


SEMENOFF MAY DROP 
FEUD AGAINST KOLCHAK 


Allied Diplomats and Dautoff, 
Ural Cossack Chief, Settling 
Trouble in Siberia. 


VLADIVOSTOK, Dec. 12, (Associated 
Press.)—The differences between Gen- 
eral Semenoff, the Russian anti-Bolshev- 
ist leader in the Chita region, and Ad- 
miral Kolchak, the supreme head of the 
Omsk Government, are rapidly being 
adjusted through the efforts of French 
and British diplomats and military of- 
ficers and General Dutoff, Hetman of 
the Ural Cossacks. General Semenoff 
has interrupted telegraph and rail com- 
munication between Eastern and West- 
ern Siberia for more than two weeks. 

General Dutoff has sent a long tele- 
gram to General Semenoff exhorting 
him in the name of Cossack honor not 
to obstruct the passage of ammunition 
and war material. e points out that 
General Semenoff has recognized the 
form of ‘government and does not op- 
ypose the vernmént, but only Admiral 
Kolchak. General Dutoff says that he 
and all the other leaders have’ recog- 
nized the Government, and expresses the 
hope that General Semenoff ‘“ will not 
eek go the illustrious name of Hetman

Boston Syndicate Has Made Good

| Whese Could Be Ertectea by Elimi- 
~ mating the Duplication In Plant 
and Operating Expenses.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Postmaster 
General Burleson today sent to Judge 
Moon of Tennessee, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Post Offices and 

' Post Roads, a long communication giv- 
ing the Postmaster General's reasons for 
supporting the ‘oint resolution, intro- 
duced Friday by fadge Moon, proposing 
to extend the persod of Government con- 
trol over the telagraphs and: telephones 
until Congress spail determine other- 
wise. This is the measure which Judge 
Moon says the Postmaster General told 

- him had the approval of the President. 

In. his letter Mr. Burleson reiterates 
his stand for Government control and 
eventual Government ownership. .In the 
latter connection, he contends the en- 
“tire wire system of the country can be 
acquired ** without appropriating a dol- 
lar’’ from the public treasury, and ar- 
gues that through savings by the elli- 
mination of duplications in plant and 
, operating expenses the whole system can 

be paid for in twenty-five years. 
’ At the end of his remarkable com- 
munication; the Postmaster General 
makes answer to the charge that the 
party in Governmental power might use 
private information passing over wire 
lines ‘by: citing that a law passed in Oc- 
teber provides heavy penalties for di- 

’ vulging the contents of any message. 

The letter reads in part: 

* ** The principle which justifies Govern- 
ment control of the Postal. Service ap- 
plies equally to all electrical means of 
communication. The Constitution, in 
giving Congress control over Post Of- 
fices and post roads, obviously contem- 
plated, not particularly physical struct- 
ures, but the communication of intelli- 
ce. 

“To establish and situa: means of 
communication is as much the function 
of the Governrhent as is the provision 
for national defense. An established 
and widely extended means of communi- 
cation, is, in fact, a part of the national 
defense. Moreover, it is essential to the 
development of the country and to the 
progress and prosperity of its, people. 
It is a defense of the national interests 
as much in peace as in war, 


Must of Necessity Be Monopoly.: 


“The authority given by the Consti- 
tution for Government control of the 
transmission of communication carries 
with it the implied obligation on the part 
of the Government to provide the means 
of communication. The function of 
transmitting intelligence in the service 
of the general public must of necessity 
be a monopoly so that it may be oper- 
ated in a way to be accessible to the 
entire public. 

“The wire service is a public utility 
of universal necessity and is adapted to 
the performance of no other function 
than that of conveying intelligence, and 
disregarding the divergence of views as 
go Government ownership of public util- 
Ries generally it must be recognized 
fhat electrical agencies of communica- 
Yon startd alone as an essential utility 
yerforming a Government function. The

ie eakedalon of the wire service should | 
be determined by public needs,: not the | 
opportunity for private gain. The wire : 
systems are supported by the public be- 
cause they are a necessity in social life 
and in all business enterprises, however 
wasteful they may be in their methods 
ef operation or extravagant in the 
charges. Up to this time the charge 
for service has been greater and the 
service less extensive because of waste- 
ful duplications and competition. The | 
extent of the service under private own- 
ership is restricted to areas where it:

vidual owners. The competition which 
it invites is that which is in pursuit of 
profit not in rivalry for public benefit - 
and service. 

* An extended survey of the situation 
has been made by the Post Office De- 
partment since the Government assumed 
control of the wire systems, and it 

clearly appears that unification of con- 
trol and operation are necessary to 
eliminate the wastes and inherent de- 
fects of the competing and duplicating 
system which ‘has heretofore existed. It 
would be as logical to have two,or more 
Post Offices in the same town operating 
independently and where the patrons of 
each had no means of communication 
with the other, as to allow two tele- 
phone systems to operate in the same 
territory, for in either case the cost to 
the public is multiplied and the utility 
divided. 

“Mr, Theodore N. Vail, President of 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, and probably the highest au- 
thority on wire service in the world, in 
@ communication of the 6th instant, in 
which he quotes extensively from his 
annual report for the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, says 
that the service should afford electrical 
communication, ' of every kind of intel- 
ligence from any one at any place to 
any one at-any other place; that the 
service should ‘%e comprehensive, na- 
tionwide, economical, at a minimum 
price, so that potential business could 
be developed. 

“*To do this effectively and econom- 
feally requires the combination of every 
kind of electrical transmission of intel- 
ligence into one system over which ‘the 
most efficient service could be ren- 
dered through the development of new 
and useful services, and the wire plant 
and facilities thus: be utilized to their 
fullest extent. 


* "To get the best result, theretoes, the 
common control of this unified system 
should extend to the furthest possible 
limits; should cover our nation and the 
international communications to the 
boundaries of all other nations with 
which we have existing or potential rela- 
tions.

* Large appropriations are ,asked of 
Congress by Mr. Cutler, both to pay 
larger salaries, or give larger allow- 
ances, to present commercial attachés 
and to provide. new posts; otherwise, at 
present rates of compensation, there is 
constant danger of attachés being forced 
to accept the offers of private positions. 
New attachés are asked for at Rome, 
Madrid, Ottawa, Mexico City, Santiago, 
Chile, Athens, and other places. 

“I - cannot -overemphasize the -in- 
creasing importance in our plan of for- 
eign trade promotion of these residents 
in foreign countries,’’ says Mr. Cutler. 
“Commercial inquiries are comstantly 
reaching the department from business 
men. Frequently prompt investigation 
and cabled replies are necessary. This 
service can be rendered best by having 
a trained commercial expert in the for- 
tign country who is there for the sole 
Purpose of attending to these commer- 
cial matters.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—By a vote 
of 36‘to 16, the Senate today adopted a 
committee amendment to the War Reve- 
nue bill by which deductions would be 
allowed to individuals and corporations 
in their income tax for losses incurred in 


the years 1917, 1918, and 1919. This, the 
first vote taken by the Senate on the 
war revenue measure, was entirely non- 
Partisan. 

Those voting against the amendment 
were Borah, Frelinghuysen, Gronna, 
Harding, Kenyon, Jones of Washington, 
La Foilette, Nelson. Norris, Lenroot, 
Poindexter, and Sterling, Republicans, 
and. King, Nugent, Kirby, and Varda- 
man, Democrats. 

Senator Lenroot.of Wisconsin attacked 
the amendment as meaning that taxpay- 
ers might reimburse themselves for 
losses at the expense of the Government. 
He spoke particularly of the provision 
for a refund in 1920 for losses incurred 
during 1919. It is manifestly unfair, he 
said, to ‘‘ demand of a business which 
is properly run that it pay-.into the 
Treasury, while other businesses, mis- 
managed, are allowed.to make up their 
losses and deprive the Government of -.a

sume that, if d ression does come, ‘it 
will cost the GOgernment $1,000,000,000. 
The theory: of tHe income tax is that a 
man shall be taxed according to the in- 
come he makes each year. his provis- 
ion would nullify that completely by 
permitting a deduction of losses over the 
three-year period. 

‘* Where a man has made an excessive 
profit, it is not just to allow him a de- 
duction for losses of-two or three years 
back, when in the very same bill you 
impose excise. taxes, which are not 
levied according to the ability to pay, 
but must be paid whether the taxpayer 
is able to afford it or not.’ 

Senator Smoot also attacked the 
amendment. 

‘‘When it comes to an unjust, dis- 
ecriminatory tax, that imposes one tax 
on one concern and a different tax upon 
another in identically the.same business 
and making the same profits, the busi- 
ness man,” he said, ‘‘ has the right to 
object. In some instances concerns have 
to pay four and five times as much as 
others in exactly the same: business and 
with like profits. 

“American business men will pay 
heavy taxes for years to come asa re- 
sult of the war. It is essential, there- 
fore, that . reasonable, equitable tax be 
impo: /is impossible to impose an 
excess pro tits tax or wer profits tax. on 
the business organizations of the coun- 
try without discriminating against some 
of them. No definition that ever could 
be written into the law would provide 
for all. emergencies that will arise 
among thousands of businesses: 

‘““The only wel, out is to have a 
straight war profits tax on gains made 
through war work. This tax ought to 
be assessed only against contracts or 
work still going on. The character of 
tax that I believe would’ be acceptable 
to all businesses is a normal tax that 
would reach all concerns making over’8 
per cent. profit. Such a tax would‘ do 
away with all inequalities. It is a.no- 
torious fact that some corporations to- 
day pay very little tax, and. yet are 
making hundreds of millions of dollars 
of cman hy That would be overcome by a 
straight normal tax.’ 

The Utah Senator spoke of the esti- 
mated expenditures for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1920, as $10,000,000,000, 
and declared that, tu meet this, th Fi- 
nance Committee ‘had put a stipulation 
in the War Revenuc bill for a maximum 
tax of $4,000,000,009. S 
“How is that going to suffice?’’ de- 
manded Senator Smoot. ‘‘ The only 
way out of it will be for the Government 
to issue bonds. ‘The people might as 
well know the truth now.

He asserted that the Democrats, in 
putting the stipulation the bill, were 
scheming to put the Republicans in the 
osition of having to’ pass heavy bond 
egislation. He declared that, with re- 
construction, it would be-necessary to 
revise the Underwood-Simmons tariff 
law.

French Deputy Would Apportion 
War's Costs on Basis of 
Population and Wealth. 


PARIS, Dec. 15.—The Government. is 
considering, with a probability of pre- 
sénting before the Chamber of Deputies 
on Dec. 24, a bill proposed. by Deputy 
Jacques Stern to establish among the 
Allies an international financial union. 
The’ purpose of this union would be to 
distribute the epenses of the war among 
the nations on the basis of populations 
and power to contribute. The proposi- 
tion is supported by 100 delegates of all 
parties. It is understood that a similar 


plan is under consideration by the Brit- 

sh Government, but no definite steps 
‘i yet been taken in London. 

It is estimated that the war expenses 
of the Allies totaled 424,000,000,000 
francs, while the Central Powers’ ex- 
penses aggregated 370,000,000,000 francs. 
eaual udgets at 5 per cent., with a 
one-half of 1 per cent. premium for 
amortigation, .would total more than 
40,000,000,000 francs. To avoid inter- 
national bankruptcy, it is declared such 
an association is necessary to float an 
international loan, estimated at 518,- 
000,000,000 francs, to be distributed on 
a basis of population and production.
